Bristol Borough police came 
close to shooting and capturing 
a rooftop burglar early today 
as he attempted to enter the 
Bristolwood Golf Ranch build­ 
ing. 


Sgt. Michael Manto fired a 
shot at the man on top of the 
building and may have hit and 
maunder him. “ But I think I 
missed,” Manto said. 


Three hours after he chased 
the burglar away, Manto also 
discovered a fire which destroy­ 
ed Robert Hall Clothes across 
Route 13 from the golf ranch. 
A hole was discovered in

wall of the building. 


On Routine Patrol 


Police said it was undeter­ 
mined whether there was any 
connection between the two oc­ 
currences.

200 Firemen 
Fight Blaze 
For 3 Hours

Burglars, who broke into the Robeii Hall clothing 
store on Route 13, Bristol Township, may have set off 
the spectacular fire which destroyed the one-story cinder 
block building early this morning. 


While store officials have not been able to determine 
the exact valuation of the fire loss, Bucks County Fire 
Marshal Fred K. Hibbs estimated the loss at $250,000. 


The blaze, which broke out shortly before 5 a.m., 
completely destroyed the interior of the 10-year-old 
store and left only charred walls standing. All clothing 
in the store was burned to a crisp. 


200 Fight Blaze 


More than 200 volunteer firemen from IO fire com­ 
panies fought the fire for more than three hours after it 
was discovered by Bristol Borough Police Sgt. Michael 
Manto. 


Manto, passing by the store on routine duty at 4:58 
a.m., sounded the alarm which brought the Consolidated 
Fire Co. of Bristol to the scene first. Bristol’s other

KEY WEST, Fla. (AP)—The 
death ship Seven Seas, stained 
by the blood of 
her 
captain, 
first m ate and two 
crewmen, 
battled rough currents today to­ 
w ard Key West, where investi­ 
gators waited to hear the story 
of sudden violence that swept 
her decks. 


Only one fightened crewm an 
rem ained alive on 
board. 
He 


was one of eight aboard the 125- 
foot 
Panamanian* flag 
vessel 
when she left Miami Saturday 
bound for a Tam pa drydock. 
Elvin Burywaise, 25, said he 
saw the first m ate shot to death 
in his bunk, the captain lying 
dead in a pool of blood on the 
bridge and that he believed two 
other crewmen were shot. 


Only three bodies were found 


aboard. The Coast Guard specu­ 
lated that the fourth was thrown 
overboard. The 
ship’s 
14-foot 
skiff was missing, 
along 
with 
the remaining three crewmen.

Pope Asks Atoms 
Weapons Ban 


CASTEL GANDOLFO, 
Italy 
(UPI) — Pope Paul VI, de­ 
nouncing the bombing of Hiro­ 
shima 20 years ago as “ dis­ 
graceful,” called Sunday for a 
unanimous world ban on nucle­ 
ar weapons.

Carroll was quick to p o i n t 
out, that it was the passing mo­ 
torists, not residents, who have 
been moving the signs. 
Roads Sink 
He said along with yester 
day’s rain, which caused some 
of the sewer trenches to sink be 
low road level, the 
additional 
burden of heavy traffic could 
have had serious consequences 
“Our biggest problem w a s 
along S. Main St., where the 
contractors are currently laying 
the big sewer line. We realize 
it has been inconvenient for mo 
torists passing through town but 
removing the barricades isn’t 
going to help. It might cause 
serious damage to cars or in 
jury to drivers.’ 
“Because of the heavy rain 


and the sinking roadways, we 
had to have more barri, ,das 
sent into the borough,” Carroll 
said, “ but as fast as they were 
put up, somebody would move 
them to the side, and we had 
to do the job all over again.” 
Safety Factor 
He 
emphasized 
that 
barri­ 
cades are an important safe’y 
factor and are used to close the 
roads to all but 
local 
traffic 
use. He said borough residents 
can’t be kept from their homes, 
regardless of the sewer work, 
but that drivers passing through 
should follow the detours set up 
to move them as swifly as pos­ 
sible around 
the 
construction 
hazards. 
Carroll said he had ordered 
all his patrolmen to issue sum­ 
mons to any drivers removing 
the barricades He said the pen. 
alty for such an offense, which 
could possibly cause serious in. 
jury to someone, was a maxi 
mum fine of $100. .
